TYPHOON IN THE NORTH. 

The British steamship Ardgay left Mxji 
on July 31 about coon for Hongkong, and 
had at the start a fight south-ousterly 
breeze, with some clouds. This weather 
continued until Aug. 2, when the breeze 
freshened from the east, and pqually woa- 
ther set in, with barometer falling steadily. 
A high easterly sea got up, and by 4 p.m. 
there was a very strong wind with violent 
squalls and heavy rain, and o tremendous 
sea fiom the eastward. The steamer (deep- 
Yaden) laboured and atrsined considerably, 
and the decks were constantly under water, 
heavy seas breaking inboard. At9 30 p a. 
the ehip was hove to, until 4 a.m., when 
the sea morletated and the vessel was again 
put on her course. Tho same weather con- 
tinned until Pib-ki-shan was sighted, whon 
the wind decreased and became southerly, 
bat still there wo a heavy sywoll 
from the eastward, On the 4th there 
were moderate ta light breezes, with ovor- 
cast, cloudy weather, On tho 5th, light 
south-sasterly wind, with heavy rain- 
equalls, On tho 6th, moderate to light 
breeze and moderate southern sea, with 
overcast cloudy weather to port. Light 5. 
westerly winds with heavy rain squalls, 
arriving at 146 am. on the 8th, and 
auchored in Junk Bay until daylight and 
proceeded to:moorings off Kellet’s Isiand,

JRE OFFICIAL JATANESE ACCOUNT. 


Shanghai, August 2, 

By reazon of its circumstantial character, 
and the different complexion it puts upon an 
ocenrrenes which has been the chief topic of 
conversation since it first became known, 
tho official Japanese account of the sinking 
of the Kowsting deserves precedence, We 
are indebted to tha oourtosy of Mr Okoshi, 
the Japanese Consul-General, for his nar- 
rative, which reached Japan by the Yaeyama | 
despatch-vessel from Gores.” According to 
thie report, at about 7 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the Zoth ult, the Chiynen, Kuangye 
which had started to 
convoy tho Kowshing from Taku to Yashen, 
encountered thrae Japanese men-of-war, the 
Yoshino, Naniwa and Akitsushima, When 
they met the Chinese mon-of-war did not 
salute, they manifested hostile intentions 
and preparations were being made for u 
fight. "Tho Nantwa turned back, and the 
Chiyuen started to follow her. Upon 
the Japanese yessel turning the Chiywen 
retreated and hoisted a white flag above 
the Japancee naval ensign. In consequence 
of this the Narita hesitated to fire, At 
this moment the Kouwshang crossed the bows 
of. the Nuniwa, which fired a blank charge 
to attract her altantion, and signatled to hor 
to stop ‘and drop anchor. The Kéieshing 
did so, Meanwhile the CAiytier approached 
the Naniwa's stern, and when within about 
300 metres she discharged torpedoes at the 
Japanese vessel, bat missed her, Upon thie 
the Aaniwa fired at the Chiyuen, and a9 she 
waa joined by the Yoshino, the Chiynen fled 
toward China, The Kuang.u began an en- 
gagement with the Afiteuhima bat finally 
fled, and trok refnge between the shore and 
gome sheale. The Captain of the Korshing 
aurrendered, but the Chinese soldiers .on 
board refured to do'so, and resisted. The 
Nantwa then fired at and sabk the Kowshing. 
In that vessel there weré 1,100 soldiers, 4 
obiefs of battalion and 16 onptdins. The 
captain and others were resoued by the boats 
of the Naniwa. It was then fonfd that 
the Koushing was o Dritinh etearver, belong. 
ing to the Indo-China “Navigation Co., 
chartered by the Chinese government for 
the conveyance of troops. 

This is the official report to the Japanese 
government, and it will be noticed that in 
several material points it traverses the pre- 
vious accounts. In the first placa the fight 
is anid to bave happened early in the 
morning, whereas the Feiching fixed the 
time at | p.m. and the Chiynen at 8 am. 
That the Chinese. soldiers refused to sur- 
render is borne out by both the Japanese 
and Chinese accounts, but the former 
certainly goes some wey to refute the in- 
credible story of Japanese barbarity. It is 
not known definitely how many persona 
have been rescued, but the official statement 
distinctly says ‘the Captein” wus amongst 
the eurvivors, and from a semi-official source 
we learn Lbat about 60 persons iu all were 
picked up by the Japanese boats and takeo 
on to Japan. 

We may add (o this, there is some reason 
to think that, 2 was expected by those on 
the Feiching, the Kuangyy and Husiyuen 
wore destroyed by the Japanese cruisers, and 
this is the origin of the report that the 
Chenyuen (ironclad) and two cruisers have 
been sunk or captored. It is possibla that 
‘the Captain’ aud 80 other persoua picked 
up by the Japanesa boats belonged to one or 
other of these Chinese meo-of-war, and not 
tu the Kawshing: 

As we have already indicated, the newa 
of Captaia von Hanneken’s safety created a 
good deal of excitement, and provoked vers 
general: expressions of satisfaction, Tho 
details which have come to hand at the time 
of writing are somewhat meagre, but they 
are aufficient to justify the belief thut 
Captain you Banneken will be able to give 
an exciting account of the sinking of tho 
Kowshing and his rescue from destb. The 
Chinese troops on board are represented 8 
jmbued with euch an intense hatred of the 
Japanese that they preferred rather to die, 
than to become prisoners-of-wor, When 
the Japanese man-of-war boarded the Kow- 
shing, it is stated that Captain von 
Banneken was told that all on board would 
be taken te Japan as prisonere.. He would 
not consent to this, but is represented as 
having offered to take the Kowsling back 
to China, To this the Japanese would not 
agree, and as scon as the Chinese soldiers 
heard they would be taken prisoners, they 
declared, they would, sooner die, and prevent. 
ed- the ‘vessel: from..getting under way, 
Dpon this the Japanese drew off, and 
lanuohed a torpedo and. fired their guns at 
the onfurtunate vessel... Captain von Han- 
neken was picked up by a junk, and Chinese 
reports ‘any that some "140 men,’ besides 
those rescued by the Lien, have ales been 
anved.

‘A Garman steamer, the Chouchotofic, has 
just arrived from Chemulpo with a number 
of Chinese refugees ; she was boarded before 
leaving by a Japanese officer with an armed 
party, who searched the ship and wanted to 
send the native passengers on sliore again, 
to be utilised as horaetenders, etd., but the 
Captain protested vigorously, and was suc- 
ceasfal. Here there is little or no sign of 
agitation ; the Jopanoso.cneign is-still dying 
at the Consulate, the Consul having received 
to instruction to depart ; the Taotai keepa 
a small ormed party, under an officer, con- 
stently patrolling the Settlement, with a 
large body of treopa close by in case of need ; 
and has announced hia intention: of . pro- 
teoting the Japanese Consulate so. long aa it 
may be necossary. Altogether the situation 
is perplexing and would be farcical, wera it 
not for the gallant livea which have already 
been. squandered. :

According to a statament uf ono of the 
Kowshing’s firemen, Mr Gordon, the chief 
engineer, was shot on the deck, Mr Primrose, 
the Srd angineer, was acon to leave in.a 
Yoat, and Captain Galeworthy jumped over- 
board.

LL BUNG-CHARG' DEGRADED. 

Wa have teéeived infordiation that in 
consequence of his dilatoriness in pusbing 
ou against the Japanesd the Imperial dis- 
favour has fallen upon tbe viceroy Li Hung- 
chang, sud he has been deprived of his 
Yellow Riding Jacket. To the Ohincse mind 
this is a very significant step, the more 
so when tho hitherto wonderful success 
which bas attended the great satrap in 
avoiding the censure of his Imperial master 
in times of dificu'ty is remembered. 

NEWS PROM COREA. 
Chemulpo, Jaly 26, 

The so-called civilisation of tha Japaneao 
has rubbed off, like their imitation lacquer 
ware, and beneath all the true nature is 
aven. The Corean King haa been deposed 
by the Japanese, and the ex-Regent, the 
Yai Ouen-koun, has been declared King in 
his stead. The Japanese, after taking the 
Palace, killed 30 or 40 of the servants and 
wounded ra many more. They then looted 
thy Chinese Residency, and one guard who 
tried to defend himself was shot down, 
Messra Tong and Ch‘i who were in charge 
fled, the former two the British Consulate- 
General.
